CORK. 

Many persous sce the corks used 
daily without knowing whence come 
these exceedingly useful materials. 
Corks are cut from large slabs of berk 
of the corktree, a species of the oak 
which grows wild iu the countries in 
the south of Europe, The tree is gen- 
erally divested of its bark at about fif+ 
teen years old, but before stripping it 
offethe tree is not cut down as in the 
case of the ork. It is taken while the 
tree is growing; and the operation may 
he repeated every eighth cr ninth year, 
the quality of the cork continuing each 
time to improve as the age of the tree 
increases. When the bark is takea 
off, it issinged in the flame of a strong 
fire; and, after being soeked for a con- 
siderable tinie in water, it is piaced 
under heavy weights in order to render 
it straight. Its extreme lightness, the 
ease with which it may be compressed, 
and its clasiicity, are properties #0 
peculiar to this substance, that mo effe 
cient substitute for it has yet been dise 
covered The valvalle properties of 
cork were known to the Greeks and 
Remens, who empler ft for all the pure 
poses for which it ix used at present, 
with the exception of stopples for bote 
tles—the ancient moztiy 
ment for elosing the moutha of bottles 
orvessels.

The sister of the 
Duke of Bordeaux is said to have paid 
many thousand francs to defray the 
travelling expenses of poor French 
people who had come to Prague to 
congratulate her brother, and even 
offered her pearl neck-lace, which 
however was declined. Most of the 
young Carlists have already set out on 
their return te France. 


Latest From France.—Capt Gibson 
of brig Baltimore, from Bordeaux, ar- 
rived at New York, states that 5000 
soldiers marched through that place, 
on the 28th Oct. and it was reported 
there that they were on their march for 
the frontiers of Spain, at the request 
of the Queen Regent. 


The barque Madelino has arrived at 
Philadelphia from Bilboa. We annex 
an extract from a letter received by a

October 25, 1833. 

‘‘This province has declared in fa- 
vour of Don Carlos, and crowds of the 
peasantry are flocking in from the 
country witharms. The Guerillas, so 
formidable when Buonaparte invaded 
this country, are in considerable force, 
and have ulso declared for Don Carlos. 
All capable of bearing arms have been 
impressed, and it will take 20,000 reg- 
ulars to put down the insurrection licre 
and we are hourly expecting them. 

‘*The friars and priests have all de- 
clared for the Don and cry out exter- 
mination to the ‘Blacks,’ or Queen’s 
party. All the mails have been stop- 
ped and all communications burnt. 
The Carlists having taken possession 
of all the roads and passes, I was 
for several days kept without a pass- 
port. You may be sure I shall feel 
glad to leave, for in my opinion § the 
civil war is likely to last several years. 

‘*The town for the last two or three 
nights, has been’ more quiet, but no 
person is allowed to be out after dark.’ 

A letter from Gibraltar, of Nov, 2d, 
says—‘‘The cholera is in Malaga, and 
fear it will commit great ravages. 
Upwards 30,000 persons had left by 
the last accounts, and a great many 
more were about leaving. On the 
30th Oct. 30 deaths had taken place. 
In Cadiz also there had been a number 
of deaths.”
